It 


the individual who gives life to this arti 


withe ontnibutnion in 





Top-Notch Condition of Press Important 
In Premakeready Planning Program 


Every press should be checked periodically for levelness, wear 


and adjustment. Here are the steps you should take for doing it

Now look at the squeegee in detail. Ir 
consists of four major parts: the blade, the 
holder or molding, the handle, and the 
crossbar. It’s easy to determine the proper 
length of the squeegee: it should always 
be two inches larger than the opening 
(The word “opening” is an industry term 
meaning the dimensions of the stencil at 
the printing stage. ) 

The squeegee blade is made either of 
rubber or of a synthetic rubber product 
called Neoprene. Neoprene is more ex 
pensive than natural rubber, but it gener 
ally gives better performance because it 1s 
much more resistant to attack by various 
ink ingredients. It is sold in soft, medium, 
and hard varieties, but the medium grade 
is advisable for your first squeegee 

The blade usually is about %%-inch 


thick, 2 inches wide, and 214 inches high

How to Lick Summertime Troubles in the Pressroom 


e Do deep-etch plates print gray, surface plates scum on your presses? 


@ Lithographic Technical Foundation says “dark reaction” may be cause 


e Here are suggestions to eliminate troubles during the summer months 


That time of the year is coming when 


the platemaker's troubles seem to multi 
ply. Most summertime troubles seem to 
be with (1) deep-etch plates that print 
gray, and (2) surface plates that scum 


According to the Lithographic Techni 
cal Foundation, these troubles usually 
have the same source too much dark rr 
awuon. Dark reaction is a ‘'self-harden 
ing’ of the coating that takes place even 
if the coated plate is kept in the dark 


When the 


lark reaction fate gpocs up and causes 


weather 1s hot and humid, the 


Dark reaction has the same effect as a 
flash exposure. It hardens the coating over 
the entire plate. And this, of course, makes 
wt harder t levelo 

LT’s research has shown that too 
much dark reaction on a surface plat 
causes more residual coating to be left on 
nonimage areas after development. And 
since surface coating is ink receptive, the 
plate wants to scum 

Ihe remedy is (1 use a thicker Coat 
ing, and be sure tO post-treat your 
plates after development to remove the 


residual coating before you etch 


W ays to Get Thicker Coating 
You can get a thicker coating by doing 
one or more of five things: (1) increase 
the temperature of the plate rinse water 
in the whirles let the plate whirl

1. PAPER STOCK USED-—By the offset process, fine halftone and 
process illustrations can be beautifully reproduced on uncoated stock 
and stocks with texture finishes, Offset also assures excellent: ink 
coverage over large solid areas on suc h stock 

» COST OF PLATES With offset lithography there is no charge for 
the equivalent of line engravings when the pen and ink sketch or 
stat of the line illustration is made to size and mounted in position 
with the type-matter to be reproduced, 

Phe cost of offset plate work for halftones and color work is also 
usually found to be less expensive than the cost of making letterpress 
engravings. In addition, the offset process permits easy preparation 
of multiple images on the press plate so that a long run job may be 
prepared two, four, or more copies up on the same sheet to reduce 
the number of press impressions without the ex pense of making 
duplicate plates or electroty pr * us required in letterpress

6. FINE DETATL—Fineness of detail in halftones has a direct rela 
tion to the fineness of the halftone screen used. For instance, a 
65-line halftone screen such as is used in ne Wspapers will not give 
the detail found in 133-line magazine ads 

Fineness of the halftone in letterpress printing is limited to a great 
degree by the type of paper used. with maximum fineness on even 
the best grade enamel stock usually limited to 133-line halftones. By

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LTF Finds Tannic and Alum Etch 
Solves Casein Coating Problems 


In past years, most of the work that 
Lithographic Technical Foundation has 
one with surface plates has been with 
ilbumin coatings. Recently, however, it 
ade a concentrated study of casein coat 
ngs. It was interested primarily in the 
haracteristics of these coatings and hov 
they differed from albumin coatings 

tudy developed some interestin 
new information about casein that LTI 
will report later on. In this article one 
phase of the work-—the effect of different 
etches—will be covered 

Casein is a lot tougher than albumin 
LI has found that when a casein coating 
is dried on a plate, it is much more diff 
ilt to remove than albumin. Because of 
this, you usually have to soak or flush a 
casein plate with an ammonia solution 
before you can develop it 

In this study, LTF was checking out 
lifferent ways to make comparatively 
hort-run casein plates with the fewest 
ossible steps. One step that was being 
omitted in the tests was the post treat 
ment. In doing this work, LTF found that 
cllulose gum etch didn't do nearly as 
ood a job on the casein plates as it did 
n albumin plates. It worked very well on 
either plate so long as they were post 

ated 

It was figured that the reason for this 
as the comparatively high pH (3.0) of 
the cellulose gum etch. It wasn't strong 
enough or acid enough to attack and re 
move the residual casein. Also, it was im 
ossible to add more acid to the cellulos 
vum etch because this made it jell.

Printers who have been plagued with 


the problem of securing squared-up re

How to Clean Ink Knives 
For cleaning ink knives, have your

We must 
enlist all possible forces, because the re 
sult of our labor is to interpret properly 
and to attract forcibly and favorably.

So why not end all this confusion and refer to all 
methods in use today as PRINTING?

Furthermore, he found the women’s output in che 
printing industry was about the same in both countries 

He was answering a questioner who wanted to know 
if the higher American output in the industry was due to 
workers in the United States being more method conscious 
ro the executives being better trained or to the employees 
fear of being fired 

Mr. Pitman thought that the chief factor was the Ameri 
can's “ourput mind,” He said there was no doubt that the 
executives were better trained and knew how to handle 
workers, but the latter were certainly not afraid of losing 
their jobs. The workers, he added, had “terrific self-con 
fidence” and knew that if they lost one job they could 
soon pet another 

Mr. Pitman’s statements will not serve to reassure Ameri 
can printing management, nor will they make them any 
happier. The chief problem in this country is scall how 
to get and keep better productivity and therefore have a 
better profic percentage at the end of the year. American 


printing management still hasn't licked the problem

He designed 
his own types and supervised the cutting of the punches, 
and he insisted upon absolute accuracy in his types and 
presses 

He made his own inks, and the paper was made to his 
specifications. He was the first to use hot pressed paper 
The industry is only now beginning to realize the neces 
sity for precision methods, but Baskerville saw the need 


and applied such methods 200 years ago
